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PROPOSAL FOR EIO STUDY ON SOVIET AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENTS 

60 Discussion: ‘The Chairman reported and commented on a proposal 
by the State Department for an EIC coordinated study on Soviet agricult= 
ure, as indicated in the EIC memorandum of 15 June 1955 on “State 
Department Proposal for Coordinated Study on Soviet Agriculture" and 
the attached "Tentative Outline for Proposed EIC Study". 

The State Department member, Mr. Doherty, indicated that the 
object of the proposed study would be to provide the intelligence 
comunity with a thorough and well-documented analysis of the policies, | 
performance, and prospects ‘of Soviet agricultureo The specific 
purpose of the proposed study would be ". . . to provide as definite an 
answer as ethic to the question: Is the state of Soviet agriculture 
likely te affect decisively Soviet forcign policy and straicgie vlanwing 
during the foresecable future and if so, how?" 

The Chairman noted that although several studies were already planned 
or in progress in GIA/ORR covering various aspects of Soviet agriculture, 
the resowces which would permit the completion of such a comprehensive 
study of Soviet agricultural capabilities as was indicated by State to 
be completed during fiscal year 1956 were not presently available in 
the intelligence community. He agreed: Sever, that there was need for 
such a project to be undertaken and completed as soon as feasible. 

i Chairman of the EIC Subcommittee on Apriculture, 
4ndicated that he considered the State Department outline of the 
proposed study to be excellent, and agreed that there was need for 
undertaking a communityewide effort in this field. He sugrested that 
the matter be referred to the Subcommittee on Agriculture for considere
